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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 — 17, 21 - 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. patent 6,963,582 to Xu in view of U.S. patent 6,697,354 to 
Borella et al. 

Xu teaches using a first, IP header 94 (col 8 lines 49+) which includes 
"pseuoheader" GRE. See col 8 lines 40+. It is noted that the GRE packet includes 
additional instructions containing the MN-Proxy Id for the connection, as described in 
col 8 lines 66+. Also note the use of a checksum in col 9 lines 4+ as part of one of the 
pseudoheader fields. 

Xu does not however teach the use of a reply packet formatted in the (IP) first 
protocol format. Borella et al teach this in col 14 lines 5+. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have provided XU with the 
capability of sending a response packet,, in light of the teachings of Borella et al, in order 
to provide a system that can properly regulate the flow control of the data traffic. 

With regard to claim 2, UDP is taught in Borella et al. 

With regard to claims 3 and 4, see the rejection of claim 1 . 

With regard to claims 5 and 6, UDP and TCP are taught in Borella et al. 
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With regard to claims 8-10, note that the apparatus limitations are discussed 
with respect to the method steps of claim 1 , and that in Borella et al, the additional 
constraints provide a second protocol (see col 8 lines 66+) that are used. 

With regard to claims 8-17, see the rejections above and note that it would 
have been obvious to store the instructions in a computer readable medium in order to 
insure the processes repeatability. 

With regard to claims 18-25, see the rejections above. 

With regard to claim 26, note that logic in the system to implement the method is 
inherent in the apparatus, since the apparatus operates according to a predefined, 
programmed sequence of steps. 

With regard to claim 27, see the rejection of claim 1 above. 

With regard to claim 28, additional logic circuitry is not required in Xu. 

With regard to claim 29, a different protocol is used. 

With regard to claim 30, a space is allowed for the extra data in XU. 

With regard to claim 31 , see the rejection of claim 1 .
